At Rochester 


SPECIALLY EQUIPPED FOR 
ATLANTIC FLIGHTS 


The first eight flying-boats 
under construction at Short 
Bros.’ yards: Rochester, for Im- 
peria] Airways, are now nearing 
completion. It is expected that 
test flights will be made in 
April. 

Of the first batch, two are be- 
ing specially, equipped for the 
first Atlantic experimental flights 
to be made this summer. They 
will be fitted with de-icing ap- 
paratus, 

All the boats will be of about 
40.000Ib. all-up weight, with «a 
cruising speed of 150 mp.h. or 
even more. All will use high- 
powered, radial, air-cooled engines 
with variadle-pitch propellers. 

Those for the Empire routes to 
the Cape, India and Australia 
wil] carry fuel for a range of from 
1,000 to 1,500 miles, according to 
the stages of the services.
